Unenforced statutes breed disrespect for all order 
and for all government institutions. 
Placing upon 
officials the power to enforce statutes of their own 
choosing defeats the very purpose of democratic 
government, which is that there shall be an equal­ 
ity before the law of all people and that we shall 
he governed by law and not by the caprices of men. 
We hope that the news from Washington that 
there is going to be a real enforcement of this 
measure proves true. 
If its enforcement leads to its 
repeal we shall not be sorry, but it should either be 
enforced or repealed.

LEARNING AFTER FIFTY 


Burbank’s Work Goes On 
».....

It Is indeed good to hear 
that 
the

It has Wen definitely established that up to the 
age of fifty, adults can learn just as well and some­ 
times better than children. Dr. Thorndike of Colum­ 
bia University has experimented with students be­ 
tween the ages of twenty and twenty-four and thirty- 
five and over and finds that both groups learn a new 
language more rapidly than children. 
Many sub­ 
jects can he learned more quickly by adults than 
children between the ages of twelve and fifteen 
Back of the whole business of learning new subjects 
is one important factor, the desire to learn. An adult 
who begins a new study does so because he wants to 
learn that particular subject or because it is a 
necessary step to some other desired goal, therefore, 
if he goes at it at all he approaches it with deter­ 
mination, with a fixed purpose, but the child, on the 
other hand, frequently has one goal only, to get 
through school and that is too remote. The child who 
is inspired with a purpose which has a tenacious ap­ 
peal is a much more superior student than the one 
who has not the advantage of such an appeal. 
But this fact that the ability to learn is undiminish­ 
ed, and in some cases increases up to the age of 
fifty need not bring gloom to those over fifty because 
although some experiments have undoubtedly been 
made of the learning ability over fifty they have been 
limited. 
The older a person gets the more factors 
enter into this matter of learning. There is previous 
mental training, there is the gripping prejudice that 
the acquisition of more knowledge is impossible and 
there is a lack of desire. When it is considered that 
the more one learns, the easier it is to acquire addi­ 
tional knowledge the handicap of mere age should be 
easily overcome in the person over fifty who really 
desires to learn.

Further, tills asparagus adds 
more than IOO per cent to the output of any area 
in which It is planted. 
When Burbank died there were IOO tests on the 
point of completion on the Santa Rosa farm in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Four hundred more were well under way 
end 400 others were outlined on paper. All of these 
Mrs. Burbank Intends to continue. 
Included in the 
number are a fast-growing black walnut, which re­ 
quires only five years to mature, 
instead 
of 
the 
customary 20 or 25 years; a pine which will yield 
soft wood in less time than usual; and a new form 
of rapid growing eucalyptus. Among the vegetables 
will be a new rhubarb growing 20 inches long, with 
a two-or-three-inch stem edible all the length; and 
a radish a foot long and three or four inches thick. 
Fruits will Include several new berries, two apples, 
and a mango intended for growth in dry landa 
Thus the heritage left by the “plant wizard” Is 
to be increased and multiplied for the benefit of 
mankind, and thousands who will never recall his 
name will enjoy literally the fruits of his years of 
toll.

RESEARCH IN CITY MANAGEMENT 


The tendency to place city administration on a 
scientific and professional basis is increasing. There 
are no figures at hand for estimating the relationship 
of the supply of and demand for city managers, but 
as this is a comparatively new field in this country, 
the news that the International Association of City 
Managers is exerting considerable effort to furnish 
education for youths aspiring to enter the city man­ 
agerial profession and that it is also preparing to 
supply “continuation schools” for men already in 
service, portends advancement in the efficiency of 
city managers.

There are no "overmastering impulses” to a per­ 
son who has early learned to discipline himself out 
of regard for the comfort of others. Nor is it sm art 
to boast of an “ungovernable tem per;” or of how 
“temperamental” one is. 
T hat Is for petulant and badly trained children, 
not for adults. 
And temperament, while it is en­ 
dured in genius, will not be tolerated in ordinary 
people. 
But the worst of it all is that the habit of letting 
go one’s temper or blindly following one's impulses 
grows by what it feeds on. 
W hat was once only 
irritating may a t last become murderous. 
Keep your temper and your head. 
The ability to 
do so Is a better Indication of genuine strength of 
character than probably any other single human 
quality.

NERVOUS 
COLLAPSE 
FOLLOWS CONTINUED 
LACK OF SLEEP 
When fatigue or exhaustion 
develops 
in 
any 
human being, if the fatigue is not overcome by 
suitable rest, the result is likely to be what is 
sometimes called a “nervous break-down.” 
In an 
attem pt to find out w hat changes occur through 
lack of sleep, Investigations recently 
have 
been 
made in the departm ents of anatom y and of phar­ 
macology in the University of Wisconsin Medical 
School. 
Animals which w ent for considerable per­ 
iods of time w ithout sleep were studied as to ti)* 
ultim ate effects. 
It was found th at a lack of sleep may result in 
collapse and even in death, and th at various ani­ 
mals differ greatly as to the am ount of endurance 
without sleep. 
The shortest period In which any 
animal collapsed was seven days and the longest 
thirty-one days. 
Previous to the breakdown there is A-sudden fall 
in the tem perature, a sudden rise and then a fall 
in the pulse rate associated also w ith gradual re­ 
duction in the breathing rate. 
Significant changes were found to take place in 
the nerve cells of the spinal cord, as the result of 
exhaustion. 
The cells lose some of 
the 
m aterial 
which is necessary to their life and undergo actual 
degenerations. 
The entire nervous system is so definitely affected 
that the nerve cells undergo Anatomical changes 
frcm which it may be difficult for them to recover. 
Thus scientific evidence developed in the labora­ 
tory proves what many men have found by observa- 
on themselves or on others. Conditions actually 
associated with lack of sleep result in terrific dis­ 
turbance of the human system th at m ay lead to 
collapse and death.
